The meeting discussed changes to the energy industry and the opportunity for 
co-operatives, and their members, to attain bargaining power by aggregating 
numbers and volume. 

The Chairman said that an authorisation form to commence negotiations with 
energy retailers would be distributed to co-operatives who had expressed an 
interest in energy aggregation 



Co-operatives who signed the form would be authorising Co-operative Energy 
Ltd to initiate negotiations on behalf of the co-operatives - and eventually 
members of the co-operatives. 

In signing the authorisation form, co-operatives would be undertaking no 
obligations for themselves and their members - other than authorising Co- 
operative Energy Ltd to negotiate on their behalf. There would be no fee for this 
and the negotiations would not be binding on co-operatives who had signed 
authorisation forms. 

It was noted that the authorisation from co-operatives would authorise Co- 
operative Energy Ltd to negotiate for. 

• Sites of co-operatives that were not currently under a contract with a 
supplier. 

• Sites that were currently under contract with a supplier from the time of the 
contract expiry and 

• Initiate preliminary discussions for members of -operatives where co- 
operatives were interested in providing a value-added service
